New Auto Taxes 


Went Into Effect 


September 1st 


New regulations on car and 
truck tax and registration, Sept­ 
ember I, are now in effect, ac­ 
cording to information receiv­ 
ed this week by tax assessor- 
collector W allace Brady. 
The 52nd Legislature, which 
amended the Motor Vehicle Re­ 
tail Sales Law, made the am end­ 
ments effective September I and 
the changes will mean paying 
more out for transferring vehi­ 
cles, in some cases. 
The 
transaction 
tax of 1.1 
per cent will continue to be paid 
when 
an 
automobile 
changes 
hands, and even if the trade is 
an even swap, both parties must 
pay $5. 
W here a person makes a gift 
of a motor vehicle, the tax to be 
paid by the donee is I IO. 
Wlhen a person makes appli­ 
cation for the inital certificate 
title in Texas on a car. he pays 
a use tax of $15 on it. If a car 
is bought in some other state 
and brought to Texas for regis­ 
tration, there is th e l.l per cent 
sales tax to be paid before it 
can be registered. 
Anyone who sells a car must 
keep records of the sale for 
four years 
and it the records 
are found 
faulty, there is an 
“erro r” fee am ounting to $2 5 
if the seller received 5-10 Per 
cent ,^giore than he said he did, 
and the “erro r’’ fee is $100 if 
the seller received more than IO 
per cent above the am ount upon 
which the original tax was paid. 
A $15.00 tax on all non-resi­ 
dents moving cars into Texas is 
also in effect.

T 
HE main and most important 
feature of the church is that it 
is a fellowship. This should be far 
more, far deeper, than a mere 
label. 
One rarely-used function of 
the church was suggested by 
Jesus. In a quarrel, he said, the 
first thing to do is to settle it 
between yourselves. If that will 
not do, then take a few people 
with you and see lf a small 
group can reach agreement. If 
not then “tell the church.” 
Probably the average congrega­ 
tion today, as a whole, would be a 
poor judge of quarrels. But sup­ 
pose some church tried the experi­ 
ment of forming a kind of consulta- 
tion-group, made up of the wisest 
and most Christian persons in it; 
and suppose members of the church 
who had differences which would 
ordinarily be taken into court, were 
encouraged to consult those coun

OME weeks ago it was suggested 
here that in some communities 
the church sees to it that no m em­ 
ber of the church goes without a 
job. It is also a fact that in some 
congregations either a committee of 
the officers, or the minister, is en­ 
trusted with a fund, 
sometimes 
called the Deacons’ Fund and some­ 
times the Emergency Fund, to be 
used in taking care of real financial 
emergencies, for the benefit of the 
members. 
Sometimes It Is used as a 
revolving loan fond, sometimes 
as outright gifts. Ne detailed 
accounting is made, because it 
la important that no publicity be 
given to the needy cases; hence 
those who administer the funds 
have to be persons who can be 
fully trusted. 
The “needy cases” may not be 
charity cases in the usual sense. 
The point is that a church can 
be a fellowship so close that a 
person in physical or financial need 
woujd think of it as a source of 
help Just as quickly as he would 
think of his own family.

Everybody talks about economy. 
Znt. in politics, most candidates 
don’t get specific.

Congress knows what the peo­ 
ple want, what they need, what 
they can a ffo rd to pay fo r in 
’.axes. Congress ought to establish 
a staff of its own, supervised by a 
committee of Senators and Con­ 
gressmen, to examine every item 
;n the Budget—and cut out those 
.hat aren’t needed and those that 
i an wait. 
Under the present set-up, the 
people who spend the money are 
me ones who decide how much to 
s>end. We m ust change that. The 
people who pay the bill—the tax­ 
payers— ought to hold the purse- 
sijrings. 
To do that, Congress m ust con­ 
trol the Budget. 
II. P u t c u t - o f f d a te s o n a ll 
em ergency aid program s. 
One great fault with present 
practices is that once the United 
States begins a spending program 
un an emergency basis, the ‘’emer­ 
gency” seems to become perma-

nent. We continue spending, year 
after year, more and more, on pro­ 
gram s m eant ta be temporary. 
We should not quit necessary 
spending to meet emergencies, at 
home or abroad. But, when we be­ 
gin to spend, we should know how 
much the total cost will be —and 
how long our payments will run. 
Imagine your personal financial 
position if you were still paying 
on every installment purchase you 
ever made. You would be bank­ 
rupt by now. But when you go to 
buy— a new car, a new stove, a 
new tr a c to r —you get the to ta l 
price, make a down payment, and 
pay f o r a s p e c ific n u m b e r of 
months. While you are carrying 
the payments, you tighten up on 
o th er spending—to stay w ithin 
your budget. 
That is common sense budget­ 
ing. The Federal Government can 


save billions by establishing and 
holding firmly to a definite cut-off 
date on all emergency spending. 
Iii. Provide incentives for fe d ­ 
eral em ployees to cut spending. 
At present, it is standard prac­ 
tice in W ashington for all Federal 
agencies to spend every cent of 
the money appropriated by Con­ 
gress, I f s a ra re agency th a t 
turns up with a surplus at the end 
of the fiscal year. The tradition of 
free spending is deep rooted. 
S u b sta n tia l savings could be 
realized if F ed eral em ployees 
were given bonuses — as private 
employees in industry often are— 
for any action, recommendation, or 
decision that resulted in a saving. 
Federal employees are now re­ 
warded solely on the basis of sen­ 
iority. T his bonus fo r economy 
would give them real incentive for 
saving. No one can save m ore, 
more quickly, than the people who 
spend the money.

* 
The road back to a balanced 
spending p ro g ra m — w here th e 
Federal outgo matches the Fed­ 
eral income—is a long, hard one. 
Spending is a h ab it, not easily 
cured. 
The meat-axe approach will not 
succeed. You m ay cut o ff some 
program th at is unpopular, but, 
for every dollar saved th a t way, 
another dollar will be spent in 
increased appropriations for so­ 
called “ popular program s.” 
We have got to save money, not 
only on what we spend abroad, but 
on what we spend on ourselves 
h e re a t hom e. W e m u st sa v e 
money on operations, save money 
on ad m in istratio n , save money 
by increased efficiency. 
This requires thoughtful, pains­ 
taking. tireless endeavor on the 
part of your Congressman—to do 
the job right, your Congressman 
needs to know the job.
